.These figures are not final, as ths 


assessments are subject to review by 
the county judges. In other years, the 
records show the assessment in many 
caes have been heavily reduced by the 
coUnty courts. 
.'Members of the tax commission at- 
tribute the assessment decrease of 6.4 
per cent mainly to a reduction in the 
amount of livestock on farms, sold last 
year •because of lack of feed due to 
the drouth, and to heavy reductions 
in stocks of merchandise and manu- 
facturers. 


.Assessments of public utilities by 


the tax commission dropped $2,766,603, 
leaving the remainder of the total de- 
crease to local assessments of real and 
personal property.
